England? that is, the failure to take Denmark as England ordered F Nth-Den in 
F*01. After France also moved to Burgundy in the fall of '01, Germany was in- 
trouble early. France got the better of it against Germany and then in the 
Spring of 190^ he stabbed England, who was strung out in the north against 
Russia. Meanwhile Turkey's excellent growth was stopped by Italio-Russian co- 
operation. When Germany "suicided" against Italy, while Italy was bogged down 
with the Turks, everyone realized that France had the game locked up and the 
concession finally passed. Congratulations to StephenI 

*Ron Kelly was given the German position but never had the opportunity to 
submit orders, 

Ben Schilling - Turkey; 

This wasn't really a very good game for a couple of reasons. The first 
was the Dave Barker (Germany) and Jim Williams (Italy) were engaged in some 
sort of crossgame battle. That meant that they were- too busy fighting each 
ether to notice France behind them until it was too late to do anything about 
it. Italy seemed to have attacked me merely because I dared to suggest that 
we (he, Germany, and I) attempt to stop the Frenchman. The second was that 
Stephen Lee (France) refused to answer letters. Therefore, I have to say that 
this wasn't a DIPLOMACY game, but a very strange variant. Thanks anyway for 
doing the best you could given these conditions.

This meant there was 
little chance of them rallying together in opposition to my win. In fact, I .' 
encountered very little resistance throughout the game. 

On three important occasions I moved on to advantageous positions by passing 
Up'' the short term rewards ! of more obvious supply gains. Although BSL remained 
neutral until 1903, I crippled Germany by taking the Ruhr in the spring* 'of 
1902. The second big move came in the fall of *04 when I ordered P Lon-Nth 
in an apparent gesture- of extraordinary good intention toward my ally England . 
Actually .this only set up a more complete stab in , 06 while also giving me 
Hoi and Kie. Finally, ay-- retreat from Ki'e into the Baltic clearly defined my 
interests in Scandinavia and thet-game. 

Both. England and: Italy were terrific allies, but toy midgame I only needed 
one friend and England had already expressed only marginal interest in the game. 
I : would have shared the ifin with Italy had Germany not made his wild run through 
Venice and Rome at the end. Russia played a respectable game but was hurt by 
attacks from England and Turkey and his fruitless alliance with Germany. 
I hope my winning justifies my dubious relationship with Turkey. If he was 
frustrated by my having only written once, I succeeded. It was calculated.
